You don’t have to worry about getting 
a lucky break, if you’re prepared for all 
contingencies. Kitty Carlisle, vivacious 
young Singing star of stage, screen and 
radio, hadn’t originally planned to be- 
come an actress, but when the opportun- 
ity presented itself, she was ready for it.

DENNIS GARDENS 


One of the most interesting and unus- 
ual projects in effect on Cape Cod at 
present is the Dennis garden plan which 
is making rapid strides under the direc- 
tion of Raymond Moore, Director of The 
Cape Playhouse.

realize successfully this ideal, a faculty 
with an unchallengable professional back- 
ground has been chosen; an opportunity 
seldom provided in other schools. Leo 
Bulgakov, who will produce and direct all 
apprentice plays, has to his credit twen- 
ty-nine Broadway productions in the past 
_twelve years, and several three-starred 
motion pictures. Madame Barbara Bulga- 
kov, who will teach acting technique, is 
an experienced actress of great ability. 
Lucille Conrad, a professional dancer of 
American and European experience, con- 
ducts the dancing classes, using an adap- 
tation of ballet and plastique which made 
her teaching last summer a success, and 
Gertrude Sandt, trained as an actress by 
Marie Ouspenskaya and at the Royal 
Academy in London, is the diction teach- 
er—in which subject she studied under 
the distinguished Margaret Prendergast 
McLean.
